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REPORT“OF THE SCHOOL (BOA ka 


-Hollis, N. H., January 31, 1918. 

The school board is glad to report a successful year in 
school work. : 

The fall term found thirty five pupils and seven grades 
at Pine Hill. It was impossible for one teacher to do the 
required work under these conditions, and as a solution the 
board decided to hire an assistant teacher. The residents 
of that district volunteered to grade the yard about the 
new schoolhouse and the work was done without expense 
to the town. 

There being only five pupils to attend the North school 
it was thought best to temporarily close that school and 
transport these children to the village. 

At the meeting of the supervisory district Mont Vernon 
was admitted, so that the district now includes Milford, ~ 
Amherst, Hollis and Mont Vernon. A. W. Smith was 
unanimously reelected superintendent, with an increase of 
salary from $1,800 to $2,400, with the understanding that 
he employe a clerk to do the office work, thus leaving his 
time free for supervision. The amount paid by Hollis last 
year was $360, one-half of which was state aid. Under the 
new arrangement Hollis’ proportion is $400, one-half of 
which comes from the state, an increase cost to Hollis of 
$20 net per year. 

Formerly the town of Hollis was divided into several 
districts, each of which had its own set of officers. When 
the high school was established it was necessary to form a 
district of the whole town for high school purposes. By 
legislation the several districts in towns were united into 
one school district, so that at present it appears there is no 
need for the meetings of the high school district, and the 
board respectfully recommends that the dual districts be 
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united. The high school building was thoroughly cleaned, 
the plastering repaired and the walls frescoed before the 
beginning of the fall term. 

It was thought best by the school board to encourage 
agriculture and domestic science, and the board requested 
the extension department of our experiment station to form 
boys’ and girls’ clubs in Hollis. Very commendable work 
was performed by the club members and we hope this line of 
work will be continued and increased during the coming 
season, as we believe this will be influential in arousing an 
active interest and more efficient service in our farm life. 
We hope to see courses in agriculture added to the cur- 
ricula of our high school, as the basis of all prosperity is 
agriculture. 

At the last session of the legislature a bill was passed 
requiring the fiscal school year to end August 31. This 
will require raising sufficient funds to carry our schools 
until August 31, 1919. Owing to the closing of the town 
accounts on January 31, our report covers only thirty-four 
weeks instead of thirty six as usual, which leaves a larger 
cash balance in the treasurer’s hands. We have also had 
a larger income from the high school fund. 

We recommend raising $300 for school supplies.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Hollis: 

I herewith submit my second annual report as superin- 
tendent of schools. The school enrollment has been less 
affected by the present disturbance of social and economic 
conditions than the other towns in my district. There are 
now more pupils than there were February 1, 1917. In the 
matter of attendance it is rather interesting to note that the 
per cent of attendance has been just the same for the past 
three school years, 94.6%. This is slightly above the 
average for the state.. 1 am glad to note a decided reduction 
in the number of tardinesses in the past three years, the 
figures being 612, 263, and 154 respectively. Last year the 
little folks in Miss Newton’s room made a good record and 
put their older schoolmates to shame by having the highest 
per cent of attendance and lowest number of tardinesses of 
any of the large rooms. 

We were very fortunate in retaining for the present school 
year the splendid corps of teachers of the previous year. 
There is nothing that adds strength and stability to a school 

system as a permanent force of good teachers. 

The supervisory district has been enlarged this year be 
the addition of Mont Vernon. There are now fifty teachers 
in this district, the largest number in any union district in 
the state, according to the state superintendent’s last report. 
It is necessary to have assistance in attending to the admin- 
istrative and clerical work and accordingly I have secured 
the services of Mrs. Ellen Gunnison as secretary. Her very 
able work in the office has made it possible to transact 
efficiently more business than would have been possible 
otherwise. She has attended to the correspondence, records. 
state and government reports, the preparation and distribu- 
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tion of notices, supplies, etc., and other details of the office. ' 
This has given the superintendent more time to devote to 
the work of supervision. : 

We are cooperating with the government food adminis- 
tration, fuel administration, war-savings stamp committee, 
and the Red Cross. There are two ways in which pupils 
can help in this work: (1) by production (raising vege- 
tables, earning money and loaning it to the government, and 
making articles for the soldiers), and (2) by acting as a 
medium of communication between the government and the 
people. Our state department of public instruction desires 
that the grade pupils of New Hampshire should raise vege- 
tables this coming summer to the value of $100,000 and the 
high schools, $50,000. Our teachers are asked to interest 
and aid pupils in this work. The parents also must help. 
I think it is well to work in connection with the boys’ and 
girls’ clubs in charge of the state college extension work. 
Our Hollis boys and girls did good work in these clubs 
last year. At the County fair, Greenfield, Lawrence Reed 
took third prize on his potato exhibit; Raymond Flanders 
fourth prize on potatoes; Marian Sanders second prize on 
canning, and third on judging canning; Bernice Lovejoy 
second prize on judging canning and Florence Pineo honor- 
able mention in canning. At the Rochester fair, Lawrence 
Reed took fourth prize on potatoes and Raymond Flanders 
third on potatoes. At the Hollis fair many pupils’ exhibits 
won awards. 

Last term I gave tests to determine the speed and ac- 
curacy of pupils in the four upper grades in the four funda- 
mental arithmetical processes of addition, subtraction, mul- 
tiplication and division. The results were not flattering, but 
they showed just where our weak points are. Further drill 
has been prescribed and I trust the next test will be more 
pleasing. I propose to give tests in other subjects in order 
to discover just where the pupils stand in their work and 
to learn what remedy is needed. Objective tests are much 
more accurate and conclusive in evaluating school work 
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than the mere opinion of a supervisor. The tabulation of 
such tests requires much time and here again appears the 
value of efficient secretarial assistance. 

The deputy state superintendent on his annual inspection 
of the high schools expressed his satisfaction with the con- 
ditions. He recommended courses in agriculture and domes- 
tic arts. I heartily second this recommendation. If an 
agricultural curriculum is started it will be well to adopt the 
standards established under the Smith-Hughes law, the 
provisions of which have been accepted by the New Hamp- 
shire legislature. This federal law grants money to those 
states which accept it for the promotion of vocational educa- 
tion. A state board for vocational education has been ap- 
pointed by our governor and it prescribes the following 
program for schools which are to receive federal aid.

In addition to this course there will be six months of project 
work, of which not less than 270 hours will be supervised prae- 
tical work,

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The first year of this program is, of course, the main 
problem for the present. The Latin course would be re- 
tained and the only study which the first year of the domes- 
tic arts curriculum would bring is cooking and sewing. 
These three curricula (agriculture, Latin, and domestic 
arts) in the first year of their introduction would require 
a total of nineteen recitation periods every day. According 
to regulation of the state department no teacher shall be 
asked to teach more than eight periods daily. In my opinion 
no teacher should, in the interests of efficiency, teach more 
than six periods daily. Evidently three teachers would be 
necessary for our high school instead of two as at present. 
When all four years’ work is given four or five teachers 
will be necessary. The army draft and extension of 
agricultural enterprises have greatly diminished the supply 
of young college graduates capable of teaching agriculture. 
Yet it is possible to secure some at salaries of $1000 to 
$1500. For an agricultural course special equipment is 
needed. We have a room suitable for laboratory work and 
can easily secure the required apparatus and reference 
books. For carpentry and forging a special room will have 
to be provided. Usually these courses are put in the base- 
ment. If a basement can be excavated under the school 
building, that would be one solution. Another would be to 
build a large one story addition back of the school. This 
should have a cement floor and sides of cement or steel 
sheathing to remove danger of fire. 

The teacher of agriculture is required to be on duty dur- 
ing the summer to guide and help the boys on their home 
projects, for every boy must successfully complete a re- 
spectable project in horticulture or animal husbandry to re- 
ceive credit in his school work. The agricultural high school 
is above all things practical, and especially in these times 
a national necessity. From all sides comes the cry for more 
food. Farming is a profession. Let us give our boys a 
' professional training so that they may engage in agriculture 
with profit to themselves and the community. There is, to 
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be sure, some expense in this type of education, but it is 
not enormous and it is well to remember that all things that 
are worth while cost something. | 


Medical Inspection. Laws of 1917, Chapter 114, Section 1. 

“The school board of every city, union, special or town 
school district, shall hereafter cause to be inserted in the 
warrant for the annual meeting of said district an article 
relating to the adoption of the provisions of Chapter 83 of 
the Laws of 1913, providing for the medical inspection of 
schools, unless said district has already pee the provi- 
sions of said chapter.” 

In any town which adopts medical inspection the school 
board appoints one or more physicians of not less than five 
years’ experience, who shall at least once a year examine 
every pupil and teacher and inspect the grounds and build- 
ings.’ If any defects are found in a pupil, notice is sent 
to the parent or guardian, who is supposed to have the 
child treated by his regular physician. The school physician 
does not supplant the regular family doctor. .He merely 
notifies parents of defects which he observes: further action 
then rests with the parent. If a parent or guardian pro- 
tests in writing against the examination of his or her child, 
such child will not be examined by the school physician 
unless afflicted with a contagious disease. 

The physical condition of each child is recorded, ner 
the annual examination, on blank forms prepared by the 
state. Therefore at each examination it can readily be seen 
whether defects indicated by the previous examination have 
been remedied or allowed to grow worse. These records are 
accessible to proper persons at any time so that parents can 
have accurate information about the physical development _ 
of their children precisely as they receive information on 
report cards about the mental development. The examina- 
tion by the school physician often reveals troubles which 
were either unknown or mildly suspected and accordingly 
neglected. It is far better to attend to defects in their in- 
cipient stages when a cure is surer, easier, and quicker. 
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Very often a child’s slow progress in his lessons is due to 
some physical ailment. The regular medical inspection dis- 
covers these cases and points out the remedy. The annual 
examination includes tests of sight and hearing. 

Everyone ‘interested in the welfare of children will read- 
ily appreciate the value of a system of thorough medical in- 
spection. The expense is not large and is not to be con- 
sidered in comparison to the benefits to the pupils. Until 
an agreement is actually made with some physicians it is 
difficult to state the expense definitely, but I recommend that 
a sum of one hundred dollars be appropriated to carry out 
the provisions of the medical inspection act if the voters 
accept it. 

_ I avail myself of this opportunity to express my appre- 
ciation of the cordial spirit of codperation evinced by the 
teachers, and the constant willingness of the school board 
to do all in its power to assist me in working for the welfare 
of the schools.
